Wilks, prevailed 
on him coming up in our neighbor­ 
hood, Houstonia, ar.d preaching oc­ 
casionally. 
Ho consented 
and

formed us of an appointment. The 
news pleased us so that all got to­ 
gether, working with a “will” clean­ 
ing off brush 
and 
w'eeds, 
fixing 
benches and getting 
everything 
in 
readiness. He came, preached a good 
sermon, and left, leaving an appoint­ 
ment for another meeting. When he 
returned another preacher came with 
him, and they preached several days, 
among the additions that time being 
Bro. Giller and wife, Bro. Fred Longan 
and wife, Brother Dorsey and wife and 
several others. 
The next meeting was held by Bro. 
George Longan and Bro. Thomas Han­ 
cock. July, 1861. 
It was during that 
meeting I was converted and immers­ 
ed. 
We will all stop now just for an 
instant, and take our thoughts back 
to the Civil war, and the trouble and 
strife into which our country was be­ 
ing plunged. 
We will all remember 
how little progress religion made in 
those terrible days of bloodshed and 
famine. 
I think about the years 1867 and 
S68 we got together and re-organiz­ 
ed. with about twenty-five or thirty 
members, elected our 
officers, 
then 
went to work building our house of 
worship. 
This was completed about 
1869. 
The Methodists were building their 
church about the same time, so we 
agreed as to the days each should oc­ 
cupy their own pulpit. We took the 
Trst and third Sundays of the month, 
hey took the remaining second and 
fourth, and that order 
of 
events 
itands the same today. We have en­ 
joyed reg u la r preaching most all the 
time and our congregation has in­ 
creased from twenty-five 
to 
nearly 
two-hundred. 
There comes to my mind now' only 
four living members of the first or­ 
ganization ot long ago. 
They 
are 
Mrs. Fred Longan, Mrs. Chris Haynes, 
T. B. Longan and myself. 
Now, what I will say to the Hous­ 
tonia church to friends* who 
have 
gone. and friends who will come, there 
is no worthier membership anywhere 
in Pettis county than there with my 
old associates of 1855 and 1856.
